1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants' response 
of 6/26/2008 has provided both terminal disclaimers & statements on the record disqualifying as prior art, 
Weimer et al. (6,532,657 Bl) & Zhao et al. (6,964,791 Bl), and has amended the independent claims to 
exclude coating being used on the specific rotor components being ion implantation (Al &/or Cr) treated 
to improve corrosion resistance, thus overcoming all previously applied rejections, since the ion 
implantation process as described in Schaefer et al. (5,780,1 10) is part of a coating process used for 
corrosion protection, not employed by itself. 

Update the search & further review of the prior art did not find any further references that read on 
the claims as amended, however other art of interest to the state-of-the-art include: Hazel et al. (7,364,801 
Bl), to overlapping inventors, but not prior art & all product claims, is of interest for discussion of in 
garment coatings, including nickel aluminide based & intended for turbine components inclusive of forge 
turbine discs; & Nagasaka et al. (6,767,657 Bl) who mentions seals for steam turbines & improved high- 
temperature corrosion performance for sliding members, where their process involves ion implantation 
but of nitrogen, & it is combined with vapor deposition (Ti + (Al, Cr, Zr...)), thus involves coating and is 
differentiated from the present claims.
